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Notice of Non-Responsive 

1. The amendment filed on 13 April 2009 amending (in effect canceling) all claims drawn to the 
elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive 
(MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because the 
newly amended independent claim is directed toward an invention which is distinct from the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the currently amended independent claim is 
directed towards a method for analizing internal data from internal data sources and external data 
from external data sources respectively in order to determine criticality ratings, forecast prices 
and optimal inventory levels based on user-defined parameters. Whereas the previously 
examined independent claim was direct toward a method for analizing internal and external data 
from a plurality of data sources internal and external to the enterprise, identify conditions, alert a 
user and to recommend one or more proposed actions. The currently amended claims and the 
previously examined claims appear to be subcombinations usable together support for this 
analysis can be found in figure 4 (previously examined) and figure 5 (current amendments) and 
paragraphs 0035, 0084 and 0175-0176 "[i]t should be understood that, in accordance with the 
various alternative embodiments of the present invention, various modules 1-N 106 and 
combinations of modules 1-N 106 may be implemented and used in a manner to provide a 
desirable set of tools for the particular user and particular problem/task" and "[t]hus, in an 
exemplary embodiment procurement 108 may include data discovery module, data alert module, 
strategic component identification module, and price forecasting module." Therefore as currently 
amended Applicant has constructively canceled the previous examined claimed invention and 
has shifted the scope of the claimed invention.
